Tho Indian who accompanied us is a iir.c

He l:v a Alormor. in procliv- 
ities, for lie has \: number of wives, whu np- 
pear well sntisiied with him aa their lord 
and master, and 1 could see no sign of tho 
p-cen-eyed inomitcr. Ho is a beurlitinter 
by oi-o-jpalion, -and an (i;Hlnjsiast, in tbat" 
line, and many were tho stories and liair- 
brcad'.h escapes l-.o rclali:d, I ran well bc- 
lievo ho is a j^ooil hunLe:-, us iiis larder is 
well stocked v/ith iish, flesh anil fowl; his 
wives wero brown, fat :md greasy; his 
do^s. 01' wlueli he had seven, wore it!) in 
splendid condition, and tinn. is more Uian 
can be said of moot Indian dogs. He told 


j us tlio peculiarities oi' each, and showed us 


j the many wounds they h.td received in their 
; encounters with brr.iu. He also showed us tho 
| hole where he buried tho bears' heads, aud 


there Must have been twenty skulls in it. I 
inquired o!' liim why ho did BO. and he told 
mo: Uj3car ail same Indian; by and by ho 
;;o lo the happy rooting ground." 


As a host he is a prince, and right royally 


he treated us to all kinds of gamo put up in 
Indian style. We hail smoked porcupine 
put up in seal oil, ami ono of onr crowd who 
pretends lo bo an epicure said it was de- 
licious; thevo wero seal's flippers cooked in 
grease, which wcro not dissimilar to pig's 
ioct; baked ground hog stuHea with mus- 
sels, which gave the hog :; lisliy taste and 
improved the flavor of the musscis. His 
bear's head cheese was actually immense, 
and there 'wcro many mere dishes too 
numerous to mention. lie showed many 
liiiuls of roots and herbs good for fowl and 
medicine. lie also showed his canned ha'.- 
ibut, hooks and all of. his dancing ouUit. 
His headgear am: mask cos?, him fifty dol- 
lars; it, was wild and uncouth, nnd was 
carved out of yellow cedar, it had a large 
m\«u like n parrot's liealr, eyes made of 
mutht.T-o:'-pc.'arl. a moiuii which contained 
'.he tceUi of tho only iuu-asli doctor on 
JTouli's .urk, ears made from tbo hide of the 
ii:hthyosu'jrus, huij- made 
froa; Iho sea 


liu.i's whiskers. Uis limiting knife hail 
sonic unique carving oa the handle that 
represented sonic Indian myth the bears 
were afraid of. As a prospector, like many 
more following thut vocation, I do not con- 
sider him a success, as we examined many 
places that lie showed us, but could sco 
nothing except white and barren quartz. 


Uc had other places ho wanted to show 


us, and we would have gone with him, but 
ono oL' the parly had an acute attack of in- 
Ihrmmatijry rheumatism. The native tola 
us'tltc extent of ids territory, and said li'o 
expected white men prospecting on his do- 
main to pay him :i£.DO per day forhis knowl- 
edge and services. He said lliu land and 
water belunged to his ancestors from time 
immemorial, and ho inquired if white men 
owning a similar amount of land would al- 
low every body on it. Uis argument brought 
forcibly to oitr miuj the "bloated bond- 
holders" of America anil the Ir.nd question 
that is now agitating tho lirilish Empire, 
where Lords, Dukes and Earl* aro holding 
hundreds of miles squaro that their ances- 
tors acquired by might, whili: he claims hi* 
by right. The unly diiTercnrc 1 SCO between 
them and this Indian is thai, ho will bo glad 
to see you hunt or llyh on ins supposed 
country, Willie if you caught a trout ir. their 
waters or shot a pheasant in their woods 
you weuld get about live years. 


The next day we traveled against a head 


wind ami a terrible rain, and after getting 
drenched lo the skin we camped. It would 
bo very pleasant prospecting in Alaska 
were it not for the rain, head wind and 
tides, thick brush and mosquitoes, and a 
few 
other 
littio inconveniences. 
Thou, 


again, if 1 was looking through a tourist's 
eyes from the deck of an ocean steamer, 
hew romantic iho-mujcstiu mountains aad 
rivers, hundreds of miles 
of. pine-clad 


shores, and every now and then a vast 
glacier! Then in smooth, narrow channels 
car, be seen tbe mammoth whale, forging 
his way along nearly as fast as toe steamer, 
and every few feet can bo seen tho shining 
silvery sides of r. beautiful salmon, dis- 
porting, or trying to escape from somo 
finny monster who is frying to catch him 
fora meal. I saw a seal gobble ono in less 
than two seconds. To me the animals on 
such atrip remind oneol'r.grcatmcnagcrio, 
without having to pay at tlie door, while tho 
.waters arc a grand aquarium: and tako it 
altogether, were it not for tlie stem re- 
ality of lieans and bacon, a prospecting tour 
in Alaska is like visiting ac ever-changing 
panorain:'..
